A  Realization  of  the  vast  possibilities  for  ed- 
ucational growtfi  through)  self-government  in- 
duced the  creation  of  the  United  Student  Move- 
ment, which  includes  every  member  of  the  stu- 
dent body  and  is  designed  to  give  them  the  free- 
dom of  action  in  counseling  with  the  faculty  on 
all  matters  relating  to  non-academic  work.
